COINING SILVER m DOLLARS. , 

A correspondent. ef the Nr bub. 
ask: Please state in what year the last 
silver dollars were coined?” The cor- 
respondent evidently supposes, as many 
ſothers doubtless do, that since the demon- 
etization of silver the eoinage of silver 
as been practically stopped. This 
ease. Ailver dollars have been 
put forth by the mints every ar since 
1878, In that year Congress passed an act | 
ng the purchase of not jess than 
$2,000,000\nor more than $4,000,000 worth of 
silver bullion monthly, to be coined into 
dollars, 

In 1890 this law was repealed, and 
what is known as the Sherman law was 
passed, limiting the amount of silver pul- 
lion to be coined into dollars monthly 
to 2,000,000 ounces. Treasury notes were 
to be issued in payment, and these notes 
were to be redeemed in the silver dollars 
coined from the bullion so purchased. 

It will be noted that neither of here 
acts restored to silver its legal tender 
power, as provided for by the Constitu- 
tion. The 1878 silver dollars were legal 
tender except for gold obligations, and 
the silver dollars of 1890 were all re- 

quired to redeem the silver certificates 
issued for the bulliom out of which they 
were coined, 

Muhleman, in his standard wark en 
“The Mone Systems of the World,” 
says that not more than 50,000,000 to 
60,000,000 of silver dollars have been in 
actual circulation in the United States 


He came to St. Louis as the open and 
andisguised agent of McKinley.
